appropriate post office.

particularly after 1903, when two of-

cies were established in the group, 
the stamps of both New South 


employed, not only for the franking 
of letters abroad but also for inter- 
island mail. 

It is of interest to note that at 
this time New Caledonia did not 
recognize New South Wales stamps 
as valid when affixed to letters 
from the New Hebrides passed di- 
rectly into the Noumea post office 
for further transmission. However, 
while both types of stamps had 
gained recognition for general post- 
al purposes within the group it was 
necessary that letters bearing them 
be sent, as appropriate, either to 
Sydney or, Noumea. 

At a later date, after the estab- 
lishment of the Condominium ad- 
ministration, and before the issue 
of Condominium stamps, they were 
to become officially recognized as 
valid for postage in New Hebrides 
and beyond. 

The devolpment of the usage of 
New South Wales stamps was due 
to a great extent to the establish- 
ment in 1888 of subsidized steamer 
services running to a fixed time- 
table between Sydney and various 
points in the New Hebrides, and to 
the subsequent institution of a sub- 
sidized inter-island service. These 
services facilitated the transport 
of mails and, as a result, most mail 
to and from the New Hebrides pass- 
ed through the Sydney Post Office 
although a proportion, carried on 
French subsidized vessels, passed 
through Noumea on direct routes to 
Europe.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Stamps Of New South Wales 
And Non-Australian Pacific 
Island Group Postal Service

The 


NEW HEBRIDES 


In the earlier days of white settlement in the New Hebrides, from 
the middle eighteen forties to the eighties, there was no organized mail 
communication between residents and the outside world. Letters were 
carried, as opportunity offered, by passing ships of various nationali- 
ties, and a large proportion of these letters passed through the Sydney 


exchange of mail between Aus- 
tralian subsidized vessels was, un- 
til 1892, on the island of Aneityum 
where a A. D. Martin was manager 
of a sawmill. Martin had been 
there for several years and looked 
after the transfer of mails and, al- 
though his position was entirely un- 
official, he also had a supply of 
New South Wales stamps available. 

His position had become more 
regular in October 1889, when the 
New South Wales Post Office sup- 
plied him with stamps on a discount 
basis and, more or less, accepted 
him as the responsible mailman. 
Martin was not provided with a 
postmarker to cancel stamps on let- 
ters. The usual practice of the day, 
and indicated in official instruc- 
tions, was that stamps should be 
marked with a cross in ink but no 
indication of the place of posting 
or the date was to be written there- 


New South Wales stamps were 
also carried on the A.U.S.N. Co. 
ship ‘“‘Croydon”’ which, it is thought, 
was the first vessel employed on 
the subsidized inter-island service, 
and letters received on this vessel 
were also pen-cancelled without 
date or place of origin indicated. 

Martin was officially appointed 
Postal Agent of the New South 
Wales Post Office as from August 
1, 1891, so that from this date an 
official New South Wales Postal 
Agency functioned in the New 
Hebrides. Martin retained the po- 
sition for only a short time as in 
1892 the mail routes were varied 
and exchange of mail made at Vila 
on Efate instead of Aneityum. 

Martin’s appointment was ter- 
minated and a W. Le Couteur, 
representative of the Australian 
United Steam Navigation Co. at 
Vila, was appointed Postal Agent 
from July 1, 1892. He was official- 
ly supplied with a postmarker later 
in the same year—it was sent from 
Sydney on August 8, 1892—and from 
this time it became practicable to 
identify New South Wales stamps 
used in the New Hebrides by the 
type of postmark. 

This was 23%mm diameter, in- 
scribed ‘‘NEW HEBRIDES” around 
the circumference at the top and 
“VILA” below. 

Due to the cessation of subsidies 
at the end of 1892, the A.U.S.N. Co. 
withdrew its steamer from the run 
and Mr. Le Couteur resigned his ap- 
pointment as from March 10, 1893, 
and returned to Sydney. There- 
after, the responsibility for handl- 
ing mails devolved upon the local 
manager of the Australasian New 
Hebrides Co. which had a small 
trading depot at Vila. 

No immediate action was taken 
to appoint another Postal Agent al- 
though the Company continued to 
sell, as a matter of convenience, 
New South Wales stamps. Subse- 
quently, early in 1894, the Company 
was appointed Postal Agent and 
granted an amount of £50 per an- 
num for carrying out all postal 
duties.

Now The Shoe Pinches America 


Do you remember how collectors all over the world howled and 
squawked over the methods used by several European Exhibitions, 
whereby one had to buy a ticket to the exhibition in order to be able to 
buy one of the souvenir sheets that was issued to honor the exhibition, 

neaia wee “on. We believe something along this line hap- 
pened with the big exhibitions in Luxem- 
bourg, Norway, Sweden and other countries. 

Stamp publications here in America as 
abroad raised their voices against such 
methods. There was even suggestions that 
stamps issued under such conditions should 
not be recognized or catalogued. This is a 
fact. You may have forgotten it already, 
but if you want to take the trouble to verify 
these statements you will find them true. 
Now the shoe is pinching our feet, FIPEX 
is planning along the same lines, in fact 
FIPEX is going to soak some of the boys 
good and hard if they want to go to the 
FIPEX Post Office and obtain first day 
covers of the four items that are to be is- 
sued for the show with the exhibition station 
cancellation. You will have to attend the 
show on four specified dates and you will 
» have to pay an admission fee on those four 
GEORGE W. dates in order to get such first day covers. 
This will be objected to by that large group 
im the New York area who are close enough to attend the show or go 
to a post office and buy their own stamps for their first day covers. 

Since American collectors and dealers as well as the American 
Philatelic Press condemned a situation of this nature when it arose at 
various European shows, would it not be proper that steps be taken to 
eliminate this fault. It can be done very easily. A booth can be set 
up in the lobby of the Coliseum where the stamps and sheets can be 
purchased without necessity of paying an admission. 

Covers could be left there for the FIPEX station cancel. 

We believe this would be the fair thing to do. It would make it 
rege that the show could not be accused of any high pressure sales 
plan. 

This situation however only affects the collector in the immediate 
vicinity, the fellow who wants the First Day Covers and likes to obtain 
them for himself. For collectors who are not in the vicinity, who want 
= —— as well as the FIPEX postmark, facilities should be pro- 
vided. 

The Department will place all of these items on First Day Sale at 
the General Post Office in New York at the same time they are placed 
on sale at the Exhibition. This eliminates any stigma that might be 
cast on these issues. One thing collectors can be assured of, there will 
be plenty of them for everyone in the world who wants copies. These 
items can also be ordered from the Philatelic Agency in Washington. 

Back in 1933 when the Chicago Souvenir Sheets were placed on sale 
during the convention of the American Philatelic Society, there was 
almost a riot in the lobby of the Medinah Club where the sheets were 
being sold. The post office was located on one of the upper floors and 
the elevator facilities were so inadequate that few people could get to 
the window or even on the floor where the stamps were being sold. 
As a result, there was a line of people a city block long outside the club, 
trying to get into it and on the elevator to buy sheets. At the same time 
a bunch of Chicago opportunists and sharpshooters who had been able 
to get a supply were out on the street hawking them to people in the 
line at a premium over face value. 

It was at this point that I personally spoke to Mr. Eichelberger and 
told him that the sheets should be put on sale at the main post office or 
there would be a riot in the lobby of the Club. Shortly thereafter it was 
announced to those in line that a window at the main post office had 
the sheets on sale and that settled the problem. 

There will no doubt be an adequate number of windows for the sale 
of stamps in the show and also, we believe, at the main post office. 


A New Discovery - - It’s A Bird! 


In the adjoining column we illustrate what I believe to be an abso- 
lutely new find or discovery in the field of Fancy Cancels. This comes 
on a 3c 1861 and from a small town in Ohio, listed at that time as 
Shaucks, Ohio and at that-time in Morrow County. 

I have tried to learn something about this town and the first record 
of it I find in an 1831 edition of a U. S. Postal Guide. In this 1831 
edition, Shaucks is listed as being in Richland County. At that time 
the largest town of today that was listed in the same county is Mansfield, 
Ohio. I also noted that in the 1831 Postal Guide there are only seventy 
two counties listed as in Ohio. Today we know that Ohio is made up 
of eighty-eight counties. Thus we can see that sixteen new ones were 
added somewhere along the line. It is evident that at least Richland 
County was split into two or more for there was no Morrow county in 
1831 but there was a Shaucks. Shaucks in 1861 was in Morrow, thus we 
know the split was made sometime prior to 1861. 

Examination of a current Postal Guide gives Shauck, Ohio, rather 
than Shaucks, singular rather than plural and locates the town in Mor- 
row county. So much for that part of it, now for the cancel. There are 
quite a number of unusual and attractive cancels from Ohio towns in 
this period. This bird, I believe is the most perfect and best Bird 
Cancel that has ever been found. The correspondence on which it 
was found came from Shaucks, Ohio or rather to Shaucks, Ohio. It 
would be a natural thing for a cancel from a town to appear on a cover 
from a town, but this cancel appears on a cover that: came to Shaucks. 
It is an interesting find and is easily explained. 

The cover is a letter from New York City, addressed to J. J. Cover 
& Co., Shaucks, Morrow County, Ohio. Note that the stamp is placed in 
the left corner of the envelope, rather than in the right corner where it 
should have been placed. Note therfore the New York cancel in the 
corner where the starnp should have been. While I have no informa- 
tion that anything like-a cancelling machine was in use in New York 
in this period I am of the opinion that such was the case. I believe 
this because the cancellation is where the stamp should have been and 
the cancellation also shows a slight strike at the far left edge of the 
cover. This is indicative of a machine cancel both because of the extra 
trace of the strike at the left also because it struck the first cancel 
where the stamp should have been. If this had been a hand cancel job, 
the prospects are that the clerk would have noticed the stamp in the 
wrong corner and would have struck the cover again. 

Thus after this cover was canceled it must have gone to Shaucks, 
Ohio and the postmaster there must have struck it with the beautiful 
bird that you can easily see. The only thing wrong with this theory is 
that the bird may have been placed on the cover at some other office 
than Shaucks, but this is hardly likely as the way mail is handled, it is 
most probable that it was canceled with the bird at Shaucks. I wonder 
if there exists a duplicate of this Bird. It is inly the finest we have 
ever seen,

This fine cooperation is 
greatly appreciated—without it the 
Derby just wouldn’t be the au- 
thoritative expression of opinion 
that it has become. . 


Thanks especially to those in- 
dividuals who conducted the vot- 
ing in the stamp clubs around the 
country and then saw to it that 
the ballots got here. We had more 
stamp clubs participate than ever 
before — the societies find that it 
is a lively evening’s program es- 
pecially when there will be a 
prize or so to the member(s) 
coming closest to the national re- 
sults. 

The job of counting got way be- 
yond the limits of the time I have. 
This year six girls of our office 
staff were turned loose on the 
stack. Its’ all done for another 
year — and we’re not complaining 
in the least!

Something which might furrow a 
few foreheads is the way the 
Ticonderoga was regarded. You 
will note where voters selected the 
Best Design, this commem came 
in fifth, not too far back of the 
fourth place Stone Face. That is 
quite a respectable showing in any 
Derby. 

Now if you will check ‘‘Worst 
Design” results, you will see that 
the Ticonderoga was considered 
the poorest of all United States 
designs in 1956 by a whopping per- 
centage.. 

It had an unusual form of art 
indeed, one which seemed to invite 
staunch support or definite con- 
demnation. The color was good, 
the engraving a fine piece of work, 
but the picture itself was an en- 
tirely new approach on our com- 
mems. I thought it was fairly de- 
cent; certainly not the worst of 
last year’s sixteen. 

Expected to be in the ‘‘Worst 
Design’”” upper bracket were the 
other five stamps of the first six. 
The Land Grant Colleges was 
hooted by the philatelic as well as 
the lay press, an adverse criti- 


against the Soo Locks. 

The Art Academy, the third 
Worst Design, just didn’t sit well 
with the public on any score for 
the stamp was considered to have 
had a poor excuse for release 
winding up a strong third in the 
“Least Necessary’? category. The 
Armed Forces Was just out and 
out amateurism at its worst, and 
the public cast their ballots that 
way for its design. 

The Stone Face was considered 
the fifth worst design on the 
“‘Worst”® side of the ballot, but in 
the choosing of a ‘‘Best Design’”’ 
it came in fourth. It could be that 
the feeling it was a highly unnec- 
essary issue reflected itself in re- 
sentment of the design. It was 
chosen as the second Least Nec-

essary of the sixteen of ‘56. The 
fact that the Andrew Mellon was 
selected as the , ‘Least Necessary” 
of all last year’s emissions should 
surprise no one. It, like the East- 
man of 1955, lost a lot of possible 
approval by the manner in which 
it was foisted on the public. 

The Land Grant Colleges, the 
Armed Forces, the Certified Mail 
and the Franklin 4c were other 
issues which voters saw little rea- 
son for coming into being. The 
other nine not mentioned can be 
assumed to have the blessings of 
the philatelie public. 

Probably most of you have noted 
it by now — the fact that the top 
three are all in that deep shade of 
blue which was suggested to the 
POD many times by this column 
in place of that milky, washed out 
variety. 


In my opinion the big news of 
this 8th Annual Derby is the over- 
whelming majority who voted 
“YES” in favor of having at least 
one set of stamps every year. 88% 
of all who voted stated that they 
did wants sets. 

If no other idea gets across to 
the Post Office Department, I sin- 
cerely hope that this one does — 
but good. For a long time various 
writers and collectors have sug- 
gested to the Department that we 
have a set every now and again. 
I believe the POD officials have 
been reluctant to do this since 
they did not know the exact feeling 
of collectors on the question. 

Not only has the Derby deter- 
mined this feeling, and showed 
that there is more than a 7 to 1 
desire for sets, but it has also 
found out how stamp fans want 


59.6% said they’d like to have 
a set once a year—31% would like 
to have sets twice a year—9.4% 
said once every two years would 
be often enough. It would there- 
fore seem that if the Department 
issued a set once a year, 90.6% of 
the collectors would be happy. 

What the set should consist of 
is as follows — 49% say they’d 
like to have sets of five values; 
31.4% would like to have sets of 
three; 14.7% say ten or more; 
4.9% would go along with up to 
eight stamps in a set. 

How about denominations? This 
matter was also nailed down with 
statistics. 

39% of the voters would be 
pleased to have sets with the four 
practical values of today’s postal 
rates, the 2c, 3c, 6c, and 8c; 29% 
would like to have sets of ten, 1c 
to 10c, like the National Parks; 
16% would like sets of from ic to 
5c; while the remaining 16% 
would take sets in other combina- 
tions of values. 

Summing up on the set matter 
this is how it looks:- 

88% are in favor of the Post Of- 
fice Department issuing sets. 

90.6% are in favor of having a 
set at least once a year. 

80.4% are in favor of having 
three to five in the set. 

68% would like a set of the 2c, 
3c, 6c and 8c of. which 29% would 
go so far as a set from Ic to 10c. 

If these figures aren’t decisive 
and mandatory enough even for 
men who must tread cautiously, 
I don’t know what else can be 
done. 

The ballots will remain at this 
office for consultation by any 
qualified person if the above fig- 
ures need to be vertified by them.

To note the Eighth Anniversary 
of the Proclamation of the State 
of Israel, and Memorial Day, a 
150pr commem is to be released 
in April.. The four-color design, 
blue, green, dark brown and yel- 
low, is the work of M. and G. 
It is symbolical of the 
completion of the eight years of 
independence. 

Printing is the task of Messrs. 
Lewin Epstein of Bat Yam. The 
process is photolitho — the paper 
watermarked — and the panes, 20 
stamps in size with five descrip- 
tive tabs adjacent to the bottom 
row. The plate number is 120. 





In May will come a 300pr com- 
mem in tribute to the Fourth In- 
ternational Congress of Méediter- 
ranean Citrus Growers. The stamp 
pictures a kind of orange grown in 
Israel, the work of M. and G. Sha- 
mir. 

Orange and green are_ the 
colors. Production is to be by Mes- 
sers. Lewin Epstein via photolitho 
on watermarked paper in panes 
of twenty stamps with five de- 
scriptive tabs adjacent to the bot- 
tom row. The plate number is 123. 
For the three issues the Israel

BAHRAIN’S postal history com- 
mences in 1884 with the establish- 
ment of a branch office of the In- 
dian Postal Service which also ran 
similar post offices in Aden and 
other points in Arabia. Regular 
stamps of India were therefore in 
use until the first distinct Bahrain 
issue made its appearance on Au- 
gust 10, 1933. (Many specialists 
like to hunt for Indian stamps 
“used abroad’”’ which can be dis- 
tinguished by the postmarks only.). 

Shortly prior to Indian indepen- 
dence, on April 1, 1948, postal con- 
trol passed to the British Postal 
Administration. All stamps of Bah- 
rain are overprints with the excep- 
tion of Scott #91, 1% anna carmine 
with portrait of the ruler, which is 
valid only for local use, apparently 
to bolster the sheik’s prestige with 
his subjects. Thus we find that all 
items prior to 1948 are overprints 
on Indian stamps, after that on 
British stamps. 

A complete collection of Bahrain, 
either mint or used, offers no un- 
surmountable problems. There are 
only 96 stamps in all, consisting 
of one King George V set, not less 
than four different King George VI, 
the recent Queen Elizabeth II is- 
sue, as well as the customary Sil- 
ver Wedding, Olympic Games, UPU 
and QEII Coronation commemo- 
ratives. 

The first KGVI issue, most of 
which appeared during the early 
days of World War II, is the best 
and most intriguing of the lot. Not 
only the top values are sound, but 
the 4, 8 and 12 anna values are 
good property, too. Its 25 Rupees 
top value, the highest denomina- 
tion ever issued in Bahrain, has 
produced a wide difference of opin- 
ion between the various catalogue 
editors. 

A cancelled copy is quoted at 
$9.10 by Gibbons, $7.50 by Scott, 


the actual market in the United 
States, while used copies sell for 
slightly more than their mint coun- 
terparts in England. 

Many of Bahrain’s stamps were 
issued in quantities of less than 
100,000; of Scott #61A only 16,460 
were sold; of #63 only 21,984. There 
are two major errors: #81A with 
“1” omitted, of which only part 
of a single sheet was sold over the 
counter, the balance of the sheet 
returned to London for destruction. 
The other error is of particular in- 
terest to ‘‘Sports” topicalists: #64, 
the lowest value of the Olympic 
set exists with clean double over- 
print, only one sheet known. 
These two errors sell between 
$150 and $175 each. One of the 
most astonishing aspects of local 
conditions is that Persia has never 
relinquished its nominal 17th cen- 
tury claim to Bahrain and does not 
recognize the British position ‘in 


doms either. Consequently, a let- 
ter franked with Bahrain stamps 
will be treated as unstamped in 
Persia — and postage due collected 
from the recipient! 

Australia’s Postmaster General 
Davidson advises that a group of 
three or four stamps featuring Aus- 
tralian flora, possibly in two or 
three colors, is contemplated for 
1956/57. The probable format will 
be that of the present QE11 1/0%4d 
stamp. 

In view of the rapidly increasing 
use of the 64d value for airmail 
letters within Australia, it is pro- 
posed to utilize for this denomina- 
tion a design significant of com- 
munications by air. The ‘Royal 
Flying Doctor Service’ is also 
being considered as a stamp design 
subject, as a Christmas stamp, pos- 
sibly in time for the December 1957 
holiday. 

The present 44d and 2d KGVI val- 
ues will enventually be replaced 
by new stamps with portrait of the 
present sovereign, so that all de- 
nominations from 44d through 3%d 
will bear the Queen’s likeness.

Janet van den Berg 


Had a most wonderful week-end 
visiting the William Hornadges of 
Dubbo, New South Wales, a Phi- 
latelic bright spot down here in 
Australia since it’s the seat of 
the Commonwealth’s famed Seven 
Seas Stamp Co. so well-knowr to 
readers of Linn’s through the 
many big ads the firm has been 
running the past couple of years. 
Mr. Hornadge and I had been in 
correspondence over phantasies 
for ages and, when he learned that 
we were coming to Australia he 
invited us to join him in a croco- 
dile hunt. That didn’t prove pos- 
sible, but we ultimately reached 
interior New South Wales and 
that’s when the visit came in. 





The Hornadges — Linden, Kerrie, 
Jean and William 


Mr. Hornadge, a youngish man, 
was for quite some time an Aus- 
tralian journalist and editor. His 
charming wife is a Queensland 
girl and they met while he was 
editing a paper near the New 
South  Wales-Queensland border. 
They were married 13 years back 
and have two vivacious little 
daughters, Kerrie going on 11, and 
Linden, aged 5. 

He had collected stamps from 
boyhood and began dealing in 
them.on the side and some five 
years back left the journalistic 
field and became a fulltime deal- 
er, employing the name ‘‘Seven 
Seas Stamp Company.” 

In this short time he has built 
up on of the really important phil- 
atelic houses of our time, ac- 
cumulating a huge stock and con- 
centrating on mass_ approvals, 
packet making, offers of sets 
heavy in novelties and wholesale 
transactions with other stamp 
merchandisers throughout the 
world. His firm likewise manu- 
factures chlorophyll hinges and 
publishes a series of graded al- 
bums for juveniles and medium 
collectors as well as The Stamp 
News, a tabloid monthly sold on 
newstands throughout the Pacific 
area and having a large subscrip- 
tion list. 

The firm occupies half of the 


0|second floor of a spacious office 


building at 105-107 Macquarie St. 
in the heart of the city, and main- 
tains a bulk warehouse on Cobra 
St. near the edge of town. Mr. 
Hornadge directs all of the com- 
pany’s. affairs and edits The 
Stamp News, with Norman Piper, 
who earlier built up an important 
stamp business in Cassilis, NSW, 
as stock control officer, keeping 
track of the hundreds of millions 
of stamps on hand. 

A highly-efficient staff includes 
Mrs. Woolacott; in charge of the

Seven Seas retail department, Mrs. 
King who handles the packet stock, 
Mrs. Ignorek and Mrs. Grant who 
manufacture and package the 
hinges, Mrs. Hayman, the ac- 
countant, and Toy Coleman, who 
makes herself generally useful 
about the office. 

The Hornadge firm assembles a 
wide range of packets which are 
marketed through the Woolworth 
and Coles chains and under its 
own label in book, hobby and 
variety stores throughout the 
country. The range of packets is 
very extensive, they are put up 
in large, colorful envelopes, and 
are excellent values. They are as- 
sembled by large numbers of aged 
and invalid people throughout the 
city and by several New Australi- 
an (recent immigrant) families! 
The weekend I was there current 
production was passing 40,000 
packets. a week. This certainly 
keeps Mr. Piper on the jump for 
such steady demand eats up even 
the largest reserves and he must 
ever be on the alert to secure re- 
plenishments and new supplies the 
world around. As for the whole- 
sale end of things, the firm was 
filling a. routine order of. 170,000 
sets of the current Australian 
zoological set, 1/2d through 1 
shilling, while I was there—dealer 
specializing in junior approvals in 
three countries, the USA, England 
and Belgium, needed them. Liter- 
ally almost anything Common- 
wealth, the high shilling values 
alone excepted, is available by the 
100,000 copies or more. All of 
which calls for incessant combing 
of the market for as Mr. Horn- 
adge put it, ‘“‘We can sell any- 
thing. The only problem is getting 
supplies in sufficient quantity.” 
Nearly a million Vatican stamps 
just in gave emphasis to this. 

You’d be surprised at the many 
original sources of supply the 
firm has developed—suffice it to 
say that a heavy proportion of the 
stamps salvaged throughout the 
Commonwealth end up in its stock. 
So huge have the firm’s operations 
become that a new, large plant 
is being opened en the edge of 
town, with a highly efficient lay- 
out saving running back and forth 
and unnecessary motions. It 
should be well under way by 
April when Mr. Hornadge is com- 
ing to the USA to attend FIPEX 
and to meet many of the fellow- 
professionals he has been carrying 
on business with in recent years. 

Asked whether he intended to 
enter the USA packet market, Mr. 
Hornadge smiled and said., *‘Well, 
oe would be interesting, wouldn’t 


it tis hinge-making machine was 
unlike any I’d ever seen—a sort 
of Rube Goldberg contraption— 
but it certainly delivers the goods. 
It’s the qnly one of its kind in 
existence, 

The Hornadges have a lovely 
old home some distance out, with 
lots of room for the girls to play, 
and they have a wonderful array 
of equipment in the way of swings, 
a slippery dip (slide), sand boxes 
and what have you. On one oc- 
casion they had me back there 
playing cricket, ard if I didn’t 
master the game in short time, 
it certainly wasn’t tke girls’ 
fault—they were eager enough to 
initiate me into its mysteries! ! 

Kerrie had, for the second con- 
secutive year, just topped her 
class in grades, and botk of the 
girls have very keen minds. May- 
be that’s why they are avid stamp 
collectors with first claim on the 
stamps on daddy’s mail! 

The Hornadge home is lined 
with books of every kind and de- 
scription, but heavy on philosophi- 
cal works and travel accounts. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Hornadge are 
omnivorous readers and with ‘“‘no 
stamp work at home” the rule,

NEW HEBRIDES 
Continued from page 2 


Vila. Burns, Philp & Co. had con- 
tracts to carry mails between Syd- 
ney and Vila, and also conducted a 
subsidized inter-island steamer 
service. In this latter service, fol- 
lowing the discontinuance of the 
Australian New Hebrides Company 
local stamps, the use of New South 
Wales stamp was also required, but 
from time to time resident ques- 
tioned the authority of the Company 
to require the use of stamps in an 
area outside Australian jurisdic- 
tion, with the result that after a 
few years considerable laxity was 
evident and postage on inter-island 
letters was rarely collected. 
Burns, Philp Co. consulted 
with the Department in 1905 re- 
garding the matter and suggested 
that if it issued local stamps, as 
its predecessor, the Australian New 
Hebrides Company, had done the 
position might be overcome satis- 
factorily. However, the Depart- 
ment took a different view, despite 
the lack of direct jurisdiction, and 
decided that the rate of postage 
(2d per % oz.) which had. been 
fixed for all letters from Australia 
to places in the New Hebrides (and 
from the New Hebrides to places 
in Australia) should also be charg- 
ed on letters conveyed by. mail 
steamers subsidized by the Com- 
monwealth Government between 
the various islands of the group 
served by such steamers. 

This decision effectually settled 
the question and therefore the 
postage requirement was enforced 
by Burns, Philp & Co. through 
ships’ officers responsible for the 
carriage of inter-island mails. 

The Condominium Post Office 
came into being on October 1, 1908, 
but its first distinctive stamps were 
not issued until December 1, 1908. 
The Condominium authorities re- 
cognized, by decree, the validity of 
New South Wales and New Cale- 
donian stamps for all postage pur- 
poses during the two months’ in- 
terim but at the same time speci- 
fied that such recognition ceased 
on and from the date of the first 
Condominium issue (December 1, 
1908). 


Local Postage Stamps of the 
Australasian New Hebrides Co. 


As passing reference has been 
made to local stamps issued by 
the Australasian New Hebrides 
Company in 1897 it is convenient to 
complete this study by a short ac- 
count of these issues. 

The Manager of the Australasian 
New Hebrides Company approach- 
ed the New South Wales Postmas- 
ter-General early in 1897 in regard 
to local stamps which were about 
to be introduced for use in the New 
Hebrides ‘group. The Company in- 
dicated that up to then it had car- 
ried mails on its inter-island ser- 
vice free of charge and because of 
this factor not a great deal of time 
could be devoted to the safe deliv- 
ery of letters. 

The Company explained that to 
overcome this aspect it had de- 
cided to make a charge to cover 
the carriage of letters amongst the 
islands and the handling time in- 
volved. The charge was to be 1d 
for every letter not over %oz. and 
1d for each additional %oz. and 
it was expected to put this arrange- 
ment in force on and after May 1, 
1897.. The charge would be indi- 
cated in the form of a postage 
stamp.

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The Company also stated that, 
upon receipt of the letters by the 
Purser on the travelling steamer, 
the stamps would be cancelled and 
the letters properly tied up, re- 
corded and handed in at the Vila 
headquarters. The Manager of the 
Company went on to say:— 

“The Sydney and Inter-Island 
steamers meet at Port Vila. There 
is, of course, a considerable num- 
ber of letters to and from Sydney 
which have to be sorted at Port 
Vila for the different islands, and 
letters from the islands made up 
for Sydney. Up to the present it 
has been the rule, which has been 
insisted upon, that senders of let- 
ters should pay 2%d per half ounce 
and these letters are carried on the 
Company’s steamers to Sydney and 
handed over to your authorities di- 
rectly upon arrival of the vessel. 

“From this you will see that the 
New South Wales authorities reap 
the whole benefit of the postage 
whilst we receive nothing, and 
what I wish to bring before you is 
that letters bearing the Company’s 
stamps from the Hebrides to New 
South Wales should be carried to 
their destination by you on the pay- 
ment by us to you of any propor- 
tion of the postage that may be due 
for the carriage to such destination. 

“As our steamer carries the let- 
ters from the Hebrides to Sydney, 
and they are carried ‘gratis’ the 
senders should only either put on 
the 1d stamp for Sydney or 2d for 
letters going to a country town. 
Therefore this would leave us for 
our carriage the difference. 

‘‘Again I might point out that let- 
ters posted in Sydney are carried 
by our Sydney steamer to Port 
Vila and up to the present have 
been carried throughout the Islands 
free. With the new arrangement 
coming into force, there would, of 
course, be an Inter-Island charge 
for the delivery of your letters, 1d 
for every half ounce or part thereof. 

“This would make the through 
charge to destination on any of your 
letters 344d and we feel certain that 
you would not care to have the 
extra charge made, preferring to 
have the letter carried to destina- 
tion with the original amount of 
postage thereon, and whilst on the 
question I bring this matter under 
your notice. 4 

“Provided that you can see your 
way to meet us in the above mat- 
ter, we will of course, add to our 
present issue a stamp of the value 
of 2%d for letters coming to Syd- 
ney’’, 

The Company’s proposal was con- 
sidered by the Department and it 
was advised as follows:— 
“Referring to your communica- 
tion of the 3rd instant, respecting 
postage on correspondence for the 
New Hebrides, and to your sugges- 
tion that letters bearing the stamps 
issued by your Company be carried 
to their destination by this Depart- 
ment on payment by the Company 
of any proportion of this postage 
that may be due for such service, 
I am directed to point out that the 
mail matter carried between this 
Colony and the New Hebrides is 
small, being only about 241 letters 
per mail, most of which letters 
were for foreign places, and as this 
Department at present allows your 
Company the -sum of £50 a year 
for the distribution of correspond- 
ence, it is thought that this sum, 
added to the money paid for con- 
veyance of mails by vessels, ° is 
quite as much as the limited cor- 
respondence justifies.’’

DOUBLE LINE CATALOG. 


Have just had the opportunity to 
examine the fifth edition of the 
Double Line electro catalog. This 
is one of the finest fields of precan- 
cel collecting. In fact I feel that 
this group is right next ta the 
Bureau Print issues. 

Double lines have all the attri- 
butes of an ideal type of collection. 
There are many common varieties 
that appear in mixtures and ac- 
cumulations; there are many that 
are medium scarce and then there 
are enough that will make you 
search. 

The next nice point is that such 
a collection is not too large nor is 
it too small. Either extreme often 
discourages a collector. I don’t 
have figures available now but I 
don’t believe the total available is 
near the Bureau Print total. 

This new catalog has several im- 
portant features not found in pre- 
vious editions. The finest of these 
is the illustration of each type after 
the city name. The _ collector 
a exactly what he is looking 
or. 

One feature I like is the new ar- 
rangement of the compound issues. 
Instead of breaking them up in the 
order they were issued they are 
listed just as they should be mount- 
ed in a collection. This is carried 
out also with the replacement 
values the 14%c Front Face Hard- 
ing, the 3c Stuart and the 4c Taft. 
The 14%c was released first, then 
the Stuart, then the Taft but no 
collector that I have ever seen 
mounted them that way. 

A’ collector can take this catalog 
and lay out his collection just in the 
order the stamps are listed and 
don’t need to expect too much 
changing to be done afterwards. Of 
course it is always wise to allow 
a few spaces here and there for un- 
listed items, plate breaks or other 
errors that might come up. 

The types from which this cata- 
log is compiled are known at U-14, 
U-15, and U-16 with one or two 
others that do not fit this descrip- 
tion. All are government supplied 
plates and are all press printed. 
There are a few other types that 
have double lines but these are 
NOT government supplied and are 
strictly locals. There are a few 
handstamp types with double lines 
but these are not included in this 
catalog. 

This is. a;very fine catalog edited 
by a man who spent a tremendous 
amount: of time on this edition. He 
is Dr. G. C. Mynchenberg of Elyria; 
Ohio. He was assisted by Edgar 
Hissrich of Pittsburgh, Pa., and of 
course many collectors and state 
editors. The book sells for $2 and 
is available from all leading pre- 
cancel dealers or the publishers, 
Gilbert W. Noble of Findlay, Ohio, 
(202 Sherman Drive).

CHINA (Formosa). Advice has 
been received that a set of stamps 
and a souvenir sheet are to be is- 
sued in commemoration of the Six- 
tieth Anniversary of Postal Service. 
The first day of issue is to be March 
20.. No details as to designs or 
colors have been received. 


CUBA. Nine different stamp is- 
sues have thus far been announced 
for the year by this country. Two 
stamps marking the 50th Anniver- 
sary of postal service in Cuba have 
been issued on March 1. Values are 
4c postage and 12c airmail; stamps 
are to be issued June 20 for the 
1955 Communications Retirement 
Fund. Values are 2c,, 4c, 10c, 14c 
postage; 8c 12c and 30c airmail; 
and a 10c special delivery. 

On July 24, two stamps, values 
4c and 12c. A five value airmail 
set, Children’s stamps, will be is- 
sued August 14. Values: 4c, 8c, 
12c, 24c and 30c. In honor of the 
Virgin of Charity of El Cobre, two 
stamps will be issued on Septem- 
ber 8. Values to be 4c and 12c. 
To commemorate their Indepen- 
dence from Spain and the Revolu- 
tion of ‘‘El Grito de Yara’,, a 4c 
stamp is to be issued on October 10. 

To honor Benjamin Frankljn, a 
12c airmail stamp is to be issued 
on October 23. The 1956 Tubercu- 
losis stamp, 1c value will be issued 
on November 1. The last announc- 
ed set is to be issued on Decem- 
ber 4 for the 1956 Communications 
Retirement set. The set will con- 
sist of eight values, four postage, 
2c, 4c, 10c, and 14c, three airmails, 
8c, 12c and 30c and a 10c special 
delivery stamp.

The 60th Anniversary of the 
Founding of the modern Chinese 
Postal Service is to be noted by 
the Republic of China, situated on 
Formosa, with a set of four 
stamps which will have _ topical 
appeal.

In a central circular area 
bounded by an ornamental frame 
is a map of communist and free 
China. Distributed in four circular 
panels across the top and four 
across the bottom are postal 
transportation symbols. These are 
coolie with shoulder yoke; man 
with horse; man with wheelbar- 
row; Chinese junk; airplere; mo- 
torcoach; steamship and steam 
engine train. 


Printing is in sheets of 100 sub- 
jects on watermarked paper, perf 
12 and ungummed. Denominations 
and colors are:- 40c deep red; 
$1 black blue; $1.60 coffee; $2 deep 
green. The Post Office Department 
also prepared 100,000 envelopes 
for use as first day covers. 


Orders for the above stamps can 
be sent to the Philatelic Desk, 
Post Office, Taipei, Taiwan. Each 
set is worth 20c U.S., the face 
value. Payment can be made with 
currency (no coins), travelers 
checks, bank drafts or. certified 
checks. The U.S. dollar equals 
$24..68 Taiwan dollars.

Three other designs which ran 
a_good race for the doubtful 
“Worst” distinction were the 
Land Grant Colleges, Art Acad- 
emy and the Armed Forces. They 
were claimed to be ineffective and 
amateurish at the time the Post 
Office Department revealed the 
designs. The Eighth Design Derby 
confirms the first impression. 

The three were also frowned 
upon from an additional view- 
point. In the category of “Least 
Necessary”, stamps which have 
little or no reason to be issued, 
the Art Academy was third, the 
Colleges fourth and the Armed 
Forces fifth. 

Winner of: the “Least Neces- 
sary” distinction is the Andrew 
Mellon which had a thumping 
majority. The voting public indi- 
cated a decisive doubt of the in- 
tentions which prompted the 
POD to issue it, and a question- 
ing of Mr. Mellon’s qualifications 
to_merit stamp honors. 

Impressive was the answer to 
the question, “Do You. Want 
Sets?”, Collectors do want sets 
— they said so with 88% of their 
ballots. And to top off this de- 
cisive figure, they said they were 
willing to have one set a year by 
a total of 90.6% of the votes. 

49% were willing to go along 
with up to five stamps in a set: 


31.4% liked four-stamp sets; 
while 14.7% would like ten or 
more. 


Most favored categories of de- 
nominations were sets having 
stamps of current use — 2c, 3c, 
6c and 8c; those of from Ic to 5c; 
and Ie to 10c. 

Since those who voted for the 
most part are the backbone of 
the hobby, the ones who spend 
money on their collections, sub- 
scribe to a philatelic publication 
and belong to societies, their bal- 
loting will carry considerable 
weight. 

The Design Derby was con- 
ceived in 1948 by Carl P. Rueth, 
editor of Linn’s and writer of the 
U.S. Notes, the column through 
which the Derby is conducted. 
That first year the Lincoln’s Get- 
tysburg Address stamp was best, 
and the Turners, worst.
